Mr. Trum an’s invitation to Pre­ 
mier Stalin to visit

cutting in forest harvesting which 
had been followed from the earli­ 
est days of Wisconsin settlement 
until very recently. 
The company, however, is still 
here, the central institution in a 
comfortable and serene economic 
and social unit which is this Mar­ 
inette County village. 
The company and 
the 
town 
stand as enduring monuments to 
pioneering industrial 
statesman­ 
ship, the 
statesmanship of 
the 
owners and founders of the com­ 
pany and especially its president, 
Robert B. Goodman. 
Nearly 20 years ago Mr. Good­ 
man adopted a pattern of forest 
land use which seemed imprac­ 
tical and visionary at the time, 
but which later was adopted by 
other forest industries in Wiscon­ 
sin and today is the basic ele­ 
ment of modern forestry 
prac­ 
tice throughout the United States. 
He inaugurated the practice 
of 
selective logging and sustained- 
yield forest management, proved 
its worth and practicability, 
and 
thereb azured 
permanence 
for 
an industry 
and a 
community 
which otherwise long ago would 
have been forgotten. 
In 1927, Mr. Goodman’s firm in­ 
augurated a system of forest man­ 
agement which had 
as its objec­ 
tive an annual 
timber 
harvest 
limited to the volume of annual 
growth. By selective logging, the 
'ompany’s woodsmen cut the old 
and defective trees, 
so that the 
young trees were left on the land 
to continue growing. 
It was a 
revolutionary concept 
for 
the 
time. Traditional methods favored 
clear cutting or timber 
liquida­ 
tion, “boom and bust,” the setting 
up of a sawmill community and 
its later degradation

m erchants at the
